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Work-First:Welfare to Work Program 



A new cooperative program 
between various schools and 
organizations has recently received 
$420,000 in funding from the Alabama 
Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs. The project, 
"Work First - A Welfare to Work 
Program," begins this month, and 40 
participants will be selected for the 
program. The purpose of the "Work 
First" program is to help long term 
welfare recipients achieve family and 
economic self sufficiency Participants 
will receive supportive services of 
agencies involved including 
transportation, child care, drug 
counseling, violence prevention, job 
and career training. 

Community Service Programs of 
West Alabama Inc. and Shelton State 
Community College serve as the major 
partners with each contributing over 
$50,000 to the project. Other 
supporting partners include Indian 
Rivers Mental Health Center, 
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Tuscaloosa County Schools Adult 
Education Program, the Tuscaloosa 
Assessment Center, the University of 
Alabama Child Care Program, the 
Department of Human Resources, and 
JPTA. 

Each Temporary Assistance for 
Needy Families( TANF) recipient will 
be assigned a caseworker who will 
follow the client throughout the project. 
Supportive services such as drug and 
alcohol counseling, financial and 
management skills, along with work 
readiness skills, will be taught. During 
this three-month period, recipients will 
be working in jobs paying minimum or 
slightly above wages while going to 
school for job training. 

In January these 40 participants will 
enter one of Shelton s s technical 
programs offered as short eight- week 
courses. If successfully completed, the 
program will guide them into a career 
within that area of training. Success 
will depend on the willingness and 
support of services of the partnership. 



Golf Team 
Honored at 
Reception 



The Shelton State Community 
College golf team, winner of the 1 998- 
99 National Junior College Athletic 
Association (NJCAA) Division II 
Men's Golf Championship, will be 
honored by the college with a reception 
in their honor Wednesday, October 20, 
from 3-4 p.m. in the atrium area of 
Shelton 's Martin Campus. 

The Shelton team, which won five 
golf tournaments during this past year, 
is the first Alabama golf team to win 
the NJCAA Division II Men's golf 
Championship. 

During this competition, Jason 
Dillard of Bessemer, Alabama, 
defeated 1 1 5 individual participants by 
shooting a score of 287, one stroke 
under par for medalist honors. 
Andrew Jones of Johnson City, 
Tennessee, Danny Germaine of North 
Palm Beach, Florida, and Dillard were 
named to the All-American National 
Junior College Golf Team. Coach Jim 
Collins was selected the 1 999 National 
Tournament Coach of the Year.

Receives Two 
NSF Grants 



Shelton State Community 
College has been selected to receive 
two National Science Foundation 

Grants, according to Shelton president 
Tom Umphrey. The first project is a 
partnership between Tulsa University, 
Auburn University, the University of 
Alabama and Shelton State. This 
joint venture will conduct research 
on electro mechanical systems and 
will form a basis for the future 
development of a research center. 

The second NSF project includes 
a new computer lab for the college's 
Science Division, specifically, its 
physics program. 

"The Electro Mechanical Systems 
Laboratory (EMSyL) grant represents 
many resources, both human and 
capital, from the three universities, 
Shelton State, various industrial 
partners, and federal laboratories and 
agencies. These shared resources offer 
a unique opportunity to tackle the 
complex issues and problems 
associated with the proliferation of 
electro mechanical motion control 
mechanisms in industry. 

Examples of electro mechanical 
systems include electro mechanical 
actuators for applications like industrial 
robots, valve position controllers, 
thrust vector control systems, and ultra- 
high precision actuators. Electric 
vehicles, including cars, aircraft, 
spacecraft, and ships, will use many 
electro mechanical systems in many 
capacities, beyond traction and 
propulsion. In industrial process 
control and manufacturing, electro 
mechanical systems will provide 
alternatives to conventional hydraulic 
and pneumatic actuators. 

Shclton's role in the project will 
be to train skilled laborers and 
technicians in advanced electro 



mechanical systems. 

The second NSF grant provides 
funding for technological equipment 
upgrade. The grant is a fifty/fifty 
match, generating a total of 
$42,276.00 in advanced
